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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 10/17/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Halperin does not teach a self-power mode of operation. 
Examiner disagrees. The keypad of Halperin when detached from the portable unit it 
can independently function as a whole, and can support power to itself by way of its 
own included battery (see col. 4, lines 13-18). Therefore, Halperin reads on the self- 
powered keyboard of the present invention. 

In response to applicant's argument, regarding independent claims 1, 7, 13, that the 
reference Halperin fails to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that 
the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., in the embodiments of the present 
invention, the information entry parts and keypad modules are self-powered by, for 
example, a solar cell alone or in combination with a rechargeable battery and need not 
be connected to another device for the purpose of being recharged) are not recited 
in the rejected independent claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re 
Van Geuns> 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
